DISEASES IN YOUNG STOCK. 

Of the diseases common to young cat- 
tle the most fatal, perhaps, are scour and 
husk, or hoose. The former is not, 
strictly speakeng, & disease, but a symp. 
tom of discase—a sign of some irritant 
in the bowels. The causes to which it is 
ascribed are such as withholding the first 
milk or ‘‘beestings,” not giving milk 
often enough, and giving more at a time 
than the young calf can digest; too eud- 
den change of food, exposure to wet and 
oold, and housing 1a a dirty, damp, bad- 
ly ventilated building, with insufficient 
clean, dry straw as bedding. The old 
remedy for this complaint was alum- 
Some farmers give cut paper in whiskey 
toddy. Inno case, however, should as- 
tringente or opiates be used with a view 
to stopping the scouring until the irritant 
has been carried off by a laxative. Give 
first w little castor oil—two to four table- 
spoonsfule—with half a teaspoonful of 
ground ginger, in a little wart gruel. It 
the diarrhoea should be due to acidity, 
two to three ounces of lime water may 
be added to the drinking milk, or halfa 
teaspoonful of soda carbonate’ If there 
should be pain, two teaspoonfulls of lau- 
darium may be giyen. ‘The calf should 
be comfortably and warmly kept, gnd fed 
on wucilaginous drinks, such as boiled 
linseed or gruel, When the ,young ani- 
mal is very low, half a wineglassful of 
brandy or whiskey and a few raw eggs 
muy be given in the gruel. 

Husk or hoose is caused by small 
thread worms or round worms (Strongy!- 
us micrurus) infesting the windpipe aud 
bronchial tubes of the animal, The di- 
sease is contracted by the calves grasing 
on wet, low lying grounds, or by leaving 
them out at night late in the autumn, 
It can he avoided by grasing the young 
animals on dry and high ground, and, it 
necessary, bringing them into the yards 
every night, even during the height of 
summer. The turpentine drench is a 
very good remedy for hoose, if tried in 
time. Mix halfa pint of spirits of tur- 
pentine with two pints of linseed oil and 
four ounces of sulphur, and give each 
animal affected a wineglassful of the 
mizture, repeating the dose, if neces- 
sary, on the third day. The calves 
should be fasted for twelve hours before

From the Cant: iuueh to the Britton 
4 Restauaant, 

Mr- Moreton Frewen weed have no 
doubt that Canadien prairie cattle are 
both thrifty and In his inte 
resting article in the Pall Mall Gasette 
he neems to be astonished at the in- 
creased arrivals of Canadians. “These 
cattle,” me remarks, “after being railed 
s0m6 2,400 miles from Alberta to Mont 
real, are said to have crossed the Atlan- 
tic in fair store condition, mustly bound 
tor Glasgow.” And he adds: “It would 
be exceedingly interesting if some Scotch 
correspondent would give an opinion as 
to whether these wild prairie cattle are 
cheap, thritty and profitable.” Before 
speaking to this it may be interesting 
to enquire how these kings of the prai- 
rie are brought here and how they are 
disposed of. 

Glasgow is undoubtedly the great ret 
ception house for Canadian cattle. In 
1887 116,274 cattle were exported from 
Canada. Of these, 63,622, or a cash 
value of $5,344,375, were shipped to Great 


Britain, aod fully one-half of that num- 
ber were landed at Shieldhall, on the 


Ulyde. Shieldhall is a quaint little 
place on the left bank of the river, and 
thirty minutes by steamer to the heart 
of the eity. When the century was in 
ite teens thie was one of the pretties 
villages. The whitewashed wall and 
crowstepped gable are still there. So 
also are some of the old plane trees and 
elms and drooping ashes. But com- 
merce has thrown her arms around these 
vestiges of the past, and threatens to de- 
molish them all together. 

“Tarn to the right av avon as you pass 
yon tree,” said a message boy, “and 
that’s the cattle sheds.” ‘The Inirage is 
an immense place—well-paved, buils of 
red briek and blue-slated. It is a model 
of cleanliness and simple construction. 
The wharf is broad and of vonsiderable 
length, though the actual landing place 
is oe Jimited extent. The cangways, 
gates and passages are 90 arranged that 
an Allan liner carrying: 700 or 800 head 
can be discharged in hal{ an hour. . 80 
soon as the cattle are put ashore, they 
are criven up a long passage to the 
byres. These are spacious sheds, well 
lighted and well furnished, the troughs, 
ropes and other gear being of the most 
approved type, ‘The scene w very lively 
after an ocean liner has discharged her 
cargo. Men in blue coats reaching down 
to ther *kness are bustling about in all 
directions, getting the cattle into the 
pens, tying them to the boxes, und other- 
wise making preparations for the arrival 
of the Privy Council inspector. This 
official makgs his appearance, attended 
on occasions by assistants and veterinary 
students, After going round the stalls, 
examining every animal more or lees 
minutely, he gives in his written decla- 
ration to the Custom. house authorities, 
testifying that every beast is sound or 
unsound, as the case may be. Should 
an animai be suffering from pleuro- 
pneumonia itis taken at once to the 
slaughter house and destroyed; 2,100 
head can be aecomodated at the lairage 
in a strait. There are two distinct di- 
visions~—~:..deed, everything is duplicated 
—so that uf a cargo came from Quebec 
infected with cattle-plague, it could be 
kept quite «part from a healthy Halifax 
lot. Sheep are accomodated in open air 
pens between the cattle-sheds. 

The real busy season at Snicldhall 
commences is May and lasts to the end 
of autumn, when as many as 30,000 head 
may haye passed through the gates. 
And where do they go? Between June 
and November there are always to the 
fore in the Glasgow eattle market, The 
chief auctioneers there bring hundreds 
to the hammer every week, The Swans 
have been known to put 800 through 
their bands in a day, Kobertson and 
Johnson 500, and Neilson 400. 

Speaking generally, the Canadians 
when brougut to the market direst from 
the ship are in fair condition. With 
such a variety of breeds one must ex: 
pect vanety of quality. During the 
greater part of the season the beeves ure 
fat and ready forthe shambles. Any 
butcher accustomed to deal in them will 
tell you they are first rate beef: During 
the summer itis served at our private 
tables and restaurants every day. There 
are those who preter the home fed article, 
but nine out of ten eould not tell the dif. 
ference between the two. As in other 
saleable commodities, the prices vary ac 
cording to the supply and demand.

NORTHWEST SETTLEMENT, 


A Conparison Instituted Between the 
United States and Canada, 
{From Thureday’s Daily.) 
The Dominion Statistician writes the 
following letter to the Ovtawa Citizen :— 


Sin.—In consequence of an interview 
published in your Jouraal, seyeral corres- 
pendents have written me asking two 
questions: Ist, Why Canada's Northwest 
has not increas: d in population as sapidly 
as the United St.tes domain ? 2nd, Why 
the farmer of ‘ie Cnited States-as a body, 
are in leas pr»,erous circamstances than 

the farmers vf Ontario? 


I did not.bargain for so mucin addtional 
work when the interview was published 
but the questions are important ones, and 
it would ill-become me to shirk, them in 
the circumstances. Wili you, therefore, 
kindly give space in the next issue to dis- 
cuss the first question ? 

First, IL ask is itso? Now, how shall 
we go to work to find out? Well, the pro- 
per way, if seems to me, is (0 examine the 
records. These show that the United 
States formed a Union in 1787; that by 
1789 thirteen States had ratified the con- 
stitution and secured a President, These 
thirteen States had their metes and bounas. 
Some of them cast off portions of their 
territory to form new States—as Massa~ 
chusetts, owt of waich Maine was carved, 
and Virginia, out of which West Virginia 
and Tennessee were formed, Other out- 
lying regions were purchased, or otherwise 
obtained, as California, Louisivia and 
‘Texas, The remainder formed the uner- 
ganized territory, to which settlement was 
to be directed, just a# our Manitoba and 

Northwest Territories have constituted, 
since July, 1870, the region in which we 


Canadians have had to try ovr hand at 
colonizing.

We have been very 
much more successful than our neighbors,

Death « of a Millionaire.

Mr. J. Thelesphore Demers, familiarly 
known as Jack Demers, died reently at 
Frenchtown, Mont., worth sver a million 
dollars at the age of 54yeir?
